This is the meaning of Presi- 


dent Nixon's omission of the de- 
mand for "mutual withdrawal" 
in his Oct. 7 peace plan the 
sources said Friday. 


They said the United States 


would accept a private "under- 
standing" from the North Viet- 
namese that their units would 
be removed from the south as 
American withdrawal was com- 
pleted. 


The 1968 bomb halt agreement 


was cited by the sources as a 
precedent

the North Vietnamese demand- 
ed an "unconditional" halt to 
U.S. bombing of their country at 
that time, they did in fact make 
counterpart concessions.

200 pounds of pedal pressure 
to stop a car within 600 feet if 
any part of the system fails. 


But the study says more 


than 50 per cent of women 
taking part in a government 
experiment could not come up 


with the requisite 200 pounds 
of pressure. 


Between 10 and 18 per cent 


could not exert 150 pounds of 
p r e s s u r e—the 
maximum 


needed to stop short at 80 
miles an hour. 


The study by the National 


Bureau of. Standards 
found 


that of 105 women employes, 
58 could not exert 200 pounds 
of pressure. Eighteen could 
come up with 160 pounds or 
less of pressure. Two could 
not pxert 100 pounds. 


A spokesman for the Na- 


tional Highway Safety Bureau 
said Friday Bureau officials 
"are not and never have been 
particularly happy" with the 
200-pound standard.

Giant Plane Burns 
After Explosions 


Largest Aircraft Destroyed 
Near Runway; 1 Dies, 1 Hurt

BASE, Ga. (AP) - A C5 Galaxy 
transport, the world's largest 
airplane, exploded and burned 
on the flight line at the Lock- 
heed-Georgia Co. today, killing 
one Lockheed employe and in- 
juring another, officials said. 


Doug 
Wheeler, 
Lockheed's 


deputy program manager for 
the aircraft, said preliminary 
investigation 
indicated 
that 


three explosions rocked the con- 
troversial $50 million aircraft, 
which was produced by the 
company. 


Wheeler said the explosions 


apparently centered in the left 
wing and center fuselage. The 
rear end of the fuselage was de- 
stroyed although the right wing 
escaped serious damage. No 
other planes were damaged. 


Maj. John Eckhardt, Dobbins 


information officer, said the 
mishap occurred during a de- 
fueling 'operation aboard the 
plane, which had been on a test 
flight ending about 5 p.m. 


Defueling? 


Lockheed's 
Wheeler, when 


asked specifically if the plane 
was being defueled, said: "I 
don't think it was, but I'm not 
really sure." He said the two ci- 
vilian employes were working on 
the aircraft and "the work ap- 
parently was being done in the 
fuel tank area." 


According to Wheeler, the 


plane was owned by the Air 
Force, but had been returned to 
Lockheed for test purposes. 


The plane carries 318,000 


pounds of aviation fuel, stored 


a total of 12 fuel cells, six to 


each wing. 


The jet has a history of con- 


troversy, mainly centered on 
spiraling costs. One of its fore- 
most congressional critics, Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., has 


called it "unsafe at any load" 
and has repeatedly attacked the 
program. 


A $2 billion overrun disclosed 


hi the C5 program last year 
added to the controversy. 


The plane's 248-foot length, 


223-foot wingspread and six-story 
height would crowd a football 
stadium. 


Although security officers at 


the military installation said 
FBI agents had been summoned 
to assist in the investigation, 
Wheeler said he was unaware of 
any such action.

This was reported by U.S. of- 


ficials early today following a 
four-hour, dine-and-talk session 
between the Big Two foreign 
ministers that lasted until near- 
ly midnight Friday. 


The Middle East peace effort 


and alleged Soviet truce viola- 
tions, improvement of condi- 
tions for West Berlin, and Presi- 
dent Nixon's latest proposal for 


peace in Indochina were among 
the items discussed. 


"I'd describe the atmosphere 


.as .businesslike, not unfriendly, 
spirited," U.S. spokesman Rob- 
ert ' J. McCloskey said after- 
ward. A follow-up meeting is 
scheduled Monday night. 


U.S. strategists have been 


concerned that the Soviet Union, 
despite Nixon's "Era of Nego- 
tiations" policy, may be veering 
toward a tough, cold war line. 
They have been particularly up- 
set by what they term blatant 
Soviet violation of the U.S.-spon- 
sored Mideast truce by putting 
new missiles into the Suez 
standstill zone.

raised the violations issue but 
did not show Gromykc U.S. ae- 
rial photos of the new missile 
installations.

Changes in Drug Laws Put Most Pressure on 'Pusher'

"Most significant about the 


new drug legislation is that a 
first crime, of marijuana pos- 
session is now a misdemean- 
or, not a felony." 


This was an evaluation by 


Richard Hamilton concerning 
last y e a r 's legislation on 
dangerous drugs. He and Gor- 
don M y s e, two Appleton 
lawyers, discussed law and 
drugs at one in a series of 
seminars Tuesday night. 


Hamilton explained t h a t i 


that legislation allows a year's 
probation for a first offense 
with possession, upon a plea 
of guilty and the defendent's 
consent. If the period passes 
without abuse the court has 
authority to wipe a record 
clean.

are serious penalties for a 
second offense."

The lawyer described the 


new provision which concerns 
surrendering of drugs. "Drugs 
can now be taken to authori- 
ties, with a guarantee of no 
charge for possession."

but who is reluctant because 
of fear of prosecution for 
possession. 


Last year's legislation re- 


stricts the sale of model 
airplane glue.

The fact that he is here to 


begin a fund drive was barely 
touched upon because the 
president felt that a campaign 
to improve the programs is a 
self-understood necessity. 


"Increased support for pri- 


vate colleges and universities 
is imperative if students are 
to maintain freedom of choice 
in education," he said. 


"All of us have a stake in 


the preservation of private 
education ... a dual, competi- 
tive system, which leaves us 
with our freedom of choice," 
he added. 


It is especially important 


that this type of a university 
exists today, because never 
before has America needed it 
more, he said. 


"America has moved away 


from some of the firm con- 
victions we had that made us 
great. Everywhere we turn 
we see a moving away from 
the life of reason toward the 
life of mysticism and this is 
only something higher educa- 
tion can correct," Raynor 
stated. 


"In short, if you are going 


to revitalize the life of value, 
you have to have the revitali- 
zation of a life of reason," he 
added. 


It is because of this type of 


philosophy that he feels Mar- 
quette may have been saved 
from major disturbances and 
problems, so prevalent in oth- 
er universities and despite the 
fact that it is an urban school. 


Many Dissenters 


"There are many types of 


dissenters but I believe that 
at Marquette, 90 per cent of 
those engaged in dissent are 
legitimately concerned with 
human problems," the presi- 
dent said. 


Asked why he felt Mar- 


quette has had only minor 
skirmishes, Raynor said "We 
have tried to make our pol- 


icies clear; we have told the 
students what we stand for 
and we have been reasonably 
firm and humane with the 
discipline." 


"We believe that the stu- 


dents have a right to express 
themselves but with respect 
toward the rights of others. 
They know this and they also 
know we will damp down on 
discipline if they step on the 
rights of others," he said. 


He admitted that there is 


more flexibility and latitude in 
the operation of a private 
university, but made it clear 
that at the same time due 
process policies have to be 
made as clear as in any 
school and that a private 
institution 
is not immune 


from court action. 


Touching briefly on the fact 


that 
so m a n y 
parochial 


schools are experiencing fi- 
nancial problems and closing 
classes and schools, Raynor 
called the situation, "unfortu- 
nate." 


"Competition between the 


public and private schools was 
healthy and helped both sec- 
tors," he said. 


However, he pointed out 


that only two of every 10 
college and university stu- 
dents in Wisconsin last year 
attended private institutions. 


In 1950 it was more than 50 


per cent. At the present ratio, 
he pointed out, "the competi- 
tion is hardly fair or logical."

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Court-Made Law 


Among the confounding facts of life 


as the average American is likely to see 
it today is the propensity for the courts to 
negate acts of legislative bodies, and to 
promulgate standards for legislation 
according to their own predilections, 
that correctly or otherwise he tends to 
see as arbitrary assumptions of power 
reserved for the directly elected 
representatives of the people.

much of the electorate was the decision 
announced in Madison the other day by a 
three member federal court, consisting 
entirely of Wisconsin-born, Wisconsin- 
reared, and Wisconsin-trained judges of 
Democratic origins, denouncing as 
invalid an act of the state legislature a 
year ago which proposed to give state 
university officials control over the use 
of bullhorns on the campus by student 
demonstrators and others. 


The statute authorized school officers 


to prohibit the use of the ear-damaging 
instruments in the supposedly quiet 
precincts 
of 
academe, 
"without 


authorization from the duly constituted 
officers of the institution. 


But Judges Gordon, Fairchild and 


Doyle, all of them veterans of Wisconsin 
Democratic politics who would not now 
be wearing their judicial robes except 
that they earned credits in the service of 
their party in earlier years, ruled that 
such a law is unconstitutional. 


The legislature omitted to establish 


"standards" in forbidding the use of 
these egregiously'offensive instruments, 
they solemnly agreed. 


We must give these men the benefit of 


any doubt, and assume that they were 
acting in all earnestness and according 
to their conception of civil liberties, 


absurdly stretched as it may be in the 
view of tens of thousands of the people 
they ostensibly serve. 


But with that acknowledgement, 


where have we been led? 


Does the three member court expect 


the 
legislature 
to 
prescribe 


measurement of what is tolerable, and 
what is intolerable, and to command 
university authorities to use a gadget— 
the name of which r.ov/ escapes us — but 
which can be described as a decibel 
counter? Should it assign its deans to 
follow student demonstrators to record 
the volume of the horns and then- 
quality, and then certify the com- 
putations to the police? 


What in the name of reason does the 


use of a bullhorn have in common with 
the principle of "free speech," which is 
the constitutional freedom upon which 
our Wisconsin federal judges chose to 
lean in this case? At the risk of making 
light of their reasoning and thus of- 
fending 
their 
dignity, 
we 
are 


inescapably reminded of the academic 
administrator of old acquaintance who 
had his reservations about the ex- 
traordinary emphasis upon big time 
football on a campus where he was once 
employed. Football, he averred, has 
about the same relation to higher 
education as bullfighting has to 
agriculture. We would have wished that 
a minority of one of the federal judges 
had made the same wry comment about' 
any similarity between the ear-splitting 
bullhorn and the guaranteed liberty of 
free speech from the larynx without 
mechanical magnification by academic 
bullyboys who know exactly how to be 
offensive and distracting at our 
distinguished seats of learning. 


Living With Other Forms of Government 


One of the hopeful glimmers that is 


coming out of the Nixon Administration, 
as demonstrated in both Europe and 
Asia and to a lesser extent in Latin 
America, is that it is beginning to be 
recognized that one particular form of 
government may not always be the 
immediate answer to all the problems of 
every people in the world. 


President Nixon visited both Com- 


munist Yugoslavia and Fascist Spain on 
Ms recent European tour. He has almost 
pledged to get us out of Vietnam no 
matter what happens. His Secretary of 
State says we are not committed either 
to the Lon Nol government in Cambodia 
or the Thieu regime in Saigon, although 
there is clearly a difference of opinion at 
high levels of government about this. We 
probably are going to send more arms to 
the military dictatorship in Greece. We 
are aiding the military regime in In- 
donesia and seeking better trade and 
diplomatic relations with Communist 
Eastern Europe. We are on friendly 
terms with the absolute regime, of 
Chiang Kai-shek on Taiwan but are 
making friendly overtures to Peking. 
Perhaps we are coming at last to an end 
to the belief put into action at first by 
Woodrow Wilson that American frowns 
or smiles could or should determine the 
type of government every nation in the 
world ought to have. 


This by no means should indicate that 


we are downgrading our own form of 
government. Democracy, represen- 
tative government, a republic, whatever 
it is called when every citizen has the 
right to contribute toward who should be 
the leaders — and the right to dissent 
both at the ballot box and by free speech 
— clearly is the only type of government 
Americans 
and 
most 
Western 


Europeans can accept. In the long run, it 
may be the best type for everyone. But 
the paths to it may be devious. 


Part of this commentary comes from 


a review in the New York Times of a 
book, Vietnam 1965-1970, by Robert 
Shaplen who is deeply critical of our role 
in that war and that of the current 


regime in Saigon. The review is by 
James Thomson, Jr., now a professor at 
Harvard but a Far East specialist in the 
State Department from 1961-66. Mr. 
Thomson, while concurring with much of 
what Mr. Shaplen writes, is equally 
critical of the author's adherence to the 
belief that the answer for the Viet- 
namese actually can come from the 
•United States. "Revolution with 
freedom," "a meaningful alternative to 
communism," "a true nationalist" or a 
"true revolutionary" movement, "truly 
revolutionary social techniques" which 
could be a "meaningful alternative to 
communism" are some of the phrases he 
especially cites as examples of believing 
that we can solve the problems of the 
underdeveloped countries, emerging 
from years of colonialism, and plagued 
by poverty we cannot comprehend. 


And yet the major demonstration of 


this may come from Latin America 
which we have tended to neglect in our 
concern about communism in other 
parts of the world. Four Latin American 
countries now have far leftist leader- 
ship. Cuba is Communist — although 
whether it was led or pushed is still 
debatable. The military group which 
seized control in Peru is revolutionary so 
far rather than in the usual pattern of 
military regimes on that continent. Chile 
has honestly elected a Marxist to the 
presidency but there may be a war over 
his confirmation by the Senate as 
required by the Chilean constitution. 
Bolivia, which killed off Che Guevara 
assisted both by American military 
training and local Communists more 
attuned ,to Russia than China, is 
currently fighting it out but appears 
likely to end up far to the left. Half a 
dozen other Latin American countries 
are seriously up against the same 
pressure. 


The United States once had the most 


revolutionary government in the world 
and its very existence scared the dickens 
out of "establishment" regimes all over. 
Let us not forget that when we deal with 
the newly developed nations where 
nationalism is the major ideology.

The problem of Palestinian 


refugees has been smoldering 
in theMiddle East since Israel 
was carved out of the ancient 
land at the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean in 1948.

1967 and the almost open 
warfare since, which has been 
only temporarily curtailed by 
the Middle East cease-fire 
arranged in August. 


The Jordanian civil war 


which killed as many as 20,000 
people in September was a 
direct result of failure to solve 
the problem of more than 1.4 
million people living in squalid 
refugee camps in four Arab 
nations and Israeli-occupied 
portions of three of them.

Another clear result of the

Palestinian 


refugee problem is the ever- 
current threat of hijackings of 
jetliners, a threat that blazed 
into expensive explosions as 
four planes went up in smoke 
after being hijacked to Cairo 
and Jordan last month.

Palestinians refugees now 
living in camps in the Middle 
East were to be moved to 
Israel, the Israeli population 
would be 39 per cent Arab —

Palestinians whose blatant 
hatred of Israel has been 
nurtured by years of life under 
rotten conditions in the 
refugee camps. 


For a variety of domestic 


political reasons, the Arab 
nations are not much in- 


terested in accepting the 
refugees as citizens. Lebanon, 
for example, has a con- 
stitution providing that the 
president shall be chosen from 
among the religious group 
with the greatest mem- 
bership. Right now, that's 
Christian, but the balance is so 
slim that it would be tipped the 
other way by any substantial 
influx of Moslem refugees. 


Lebanon is host to 176,000 


Palestinian refugees. There 
are 159,000 in the occupied 
Syrian Golan Heights, 506,000 
in Jordan, 273,800 in the oc- 
cupied .West Bank of Jordan, 
3,000 in Egypt and 312,000 in 
the occupied Gaza Strip. 


Costs $695 Millions 


Since 1950, according to 


figures supplied by the United 
Nations Relief and Works 
Agency, a total of $695.7 
million has been spent by 
various governments and 
private sources to keep the 
refugees alive in the camps. 
The largest contributor by far 
has been the United States, 
which has earmarked $445.6 
million for the purpose. 
Britain has contributed $109.5 
million; Canada $23.8 million; 
Finland $15.9 million and 
Sweden $11 million. 


Among Arab countries 


Saudi Arabia has given $3.4 
million and Egypt $5.4 million. 


Although the problem of 


how to get the Palestinians 
back into productive life in the 
Middle East is a complicated 
one and promises to be an 
expensive one, .very few ob- 
servers have any question that 
it must be solved if there is to 
be any hope of peace in the 
area.

Waste Most Valuable

Not long ago, I wrote an 


article to the editor in which I 
drew the attention to the 
readers to the terrible loss 
that the farmers are taking 
from 
loss 
in 
barnyard 


manure, or as they now say, 
animal wastes. I tried to point 
out that in a county like 
Outagamie County, the loss 
amounts to about 50 million a 
year. I derived these figures 
by figuring that the animal 
wastes on a farm, say 50 head 
of cows and heifers, 100 hogs, 
and waste if properly cared 
for and used is worth about $10 
per day. which figures at$3650 
per year, on 3000 farms, about 
the size of Outagamie County, 
would amount to over 109 
million dollars. If one half was 
utilized, the loss would still be 
over 54 million per year to 
county agriculture. 


I was very much pleased to 


iiee by your Sept 9th issue that 
the University of Wisconsin 
has become interested in the 
subject, and is planning an. 
extensive study of the han- 
dling and use of animal waste 
in Wisconsin, as to its most 
efficient method of handling 
and value in plant food or soil 
builder, as well as a pollution 
prevention measure. 


This no doubt will be the 


most efficient, economic and 
sanitary program that has 
ever 
been 
carried 


on at the college since Dan. 
Henry, Gov. Hoard, and Dr. 
Babcock's dairy and hog 
program, promoted about 100 
years ago, which saved the 
state from being a ghost state, 
when Wisconsin ceased being 
a wheat growing state, as 
happened in so many of our 
eastern states. 


At present, it is the thought 


of a great many of our young 
farmers that they can buy 
commercial fertilizer cheaper 
than they can handle animal 
waste properly, but a careful 
study of this subject wilt 
reveal the fact that animal 
waste is the cheapest source of 
humus that we have, and 
humus is very essential to 
conditioning our soil, and by 
all means, improving its 
water holding capacity. 


If properly carried on this 


study will mean a great deal 
to, not only the future of 
Wisconsin, but the world, and 
that in many cases the con- 
servation of animal waste can 
be the key to success in 
farming.
